Pastors  gather  for  annual  pre-SBC  meeting

GREENSBORO,  N.C  (BP)  — 
Speakers  at  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  (SBC) 
Pastors'  Conference  June  12 
challenge  their  fellow  pastors 
to  reaoi  today's  world  for 
Christ  by  making  the  Gospel 
the  center  of  their  ministry 
through  a  renewed  emphasis  oh 
prayer  and  clear  proclamation. 

David  Jeremiah,  senior  pas¬ 
tor  of  Shadow  Mountain 
Community,  Church  in  El 
Cajon,  Calif.,  said  pastors  must 
follow  the  Apostle  raul's  exam¬ 
ple  to  not  be  ashamed  of  the 
Ckispel  and  make  it  the  center 
of  their  church  ministry. 

"Some  people  say  to  me, 
'What  is  your  evangelism  pro¬ 
gram?'  1  say,  1  don't  have  a 
due,  I  just  preach  God's  Word 
and  people  get  saved,'" 
Jeremiw  sm.  "Ine  reason  peo¬ 
ple  get  saved  is  because  at  the 
center  of  God's  holy  Word  is 
the  Gospel,  which  is  the  power 
of  salvation.  We  need  to  strip 
everything  else  away  and  g^ 
back  to  tM  basics,  back  to 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ." 

Jeremiah  was  Joiited  by  Ed 
Young,  senior  partor  of  Second 
in  Houston;  Nelson 
of  The 
York  City; 
lus,  lead  pastor  of 
Mosaic  Church  in  Los  Angdes; 
Kerry  Shook,  lead  pastor  of 
Fdlowshm  of  The  Woodlands  in 
The  WcxxiDands,  Texas;  and  Tony 
Evans,  senior  pastor  of  Oak  Cliff 
BiUe  Fellowship  in  DaOas. 

Young  notM  that  many 
Christians  in  America  are 
unable  to  say  th^  are  not 
ashamed  of  the  C^pel  for 
several  reasons. 

"Some  Christians  are 
ashamed  of  the  Gospel  for  social 
reasons,  some  for  pnilosophical 
reasons  and  sometimes  we  are 
ashamed  of  the  Gonel  in  our 
culture  because  of  pwtkal  cor¬ 
rectness,"  Youne  said.  "Some¬ 
times  in  our  amure  when  we 
are  tiyiiw  to  please  evetyone  we 
maigmafize  the  Gospel  instead 
of  making  it  the  maim  point  of 
our  conversation." 

Young  voiced  concern  that

"We  must  lead  our 
churches '  to  be  diurches  of 
prayer;  fervently  praying  that 
Blow  on  the  outsKle  may  become 
part  of  the  people  on  the  inside," 
ne  sakL  "the  greatest  rescauce 
that  we  have  as  Christians  in 
reaching  today's  world  is  the 
spirituiu  resource  c]f  prayer." 

Evans  urged  pastors  to  avoid 
distractions  that  keep  them 
from  reachmg  the  world  for 
Christ.  "If  you  don't  know,  what 
you're  here  foe  there  are  a  lot  of 
voices  out  there  to  distract  you," 
Evans  said.  By  developmg  a 
mindset  focused  cm  etermty  arkl 
learning  to  number  their  days, 
he  saidjpastoR  will  stay  focu^ 
on  the  ‘1>ig  picture"  of  the  death 
arkl  resurreetkm  of  Jesus  Christ.

can  do  it  just  given  a  Utde  bit  of 
time  and  effort  but  for  a  five, 
six,  or  seven  year-old,  it  is  a 
major  ordeal  and  a  real  test  of 
physical  dexterity  and  raw  will. 
Once  we  accomplish  the  task, 
we  look  over  our  shoulder  and 
think  that  wasn't  bad  at  all,  but 
that  is  a  part  of  the  process  of 
life;  not  just  physical  and  men¬ 
tal  challenges  but  spiritual 
challenges  are  often  even  more 
complex  and  more  challengir^. 

I  rave  watched  people  go  for 
decades  unable  to  remove  the 
training  wheels  from  their  spir¬ 
itual  lire.

Have  you  takeu  the  trahupg 
wheels  ^  when  it  comes  to 
thiukiugr  What  I  am  talking 
about  b  learning  to  take  critic^ 
information,  an  awareness  of  the 
situation,  tadk  to  God,  and  come 
to  a  meaningful  dadskxi  and 
move  on.  I  am  oertainW  nob 
nerating  the  importance  ob  ^«i- 
tuu  counsding  from  others  and 
input  fiom  people  who  can  be 


trusted  in  the  Lxird,  but  some 
people  never  learn  to  think,  to 
reason,  and  make  decisions  on 
their  own.  Why  b  it  important 
—  or  b  it  important  —  that  a 
believer  learn  to  think,  process, 
and  make  decisions  on  their 
OYvn?  Two  impevtant  reasons 
come  to  my  mmd.  One  b  the 
Lord  wanb  to  work  individually, 
actively,  and  peisotudly  in  your 
lifeandforyoutoenfoytheexpe- 
rienoe  of  Hun  working  in  you. 

The  other  thing  b  that  there 
will  be  times  when  there  b  no 
one  to  turn  to  excqpt  the  Lord  at 
work  in  your  life.  You  may  not  be 
able  to  get  in  touch  with  a  friend. 
You  may  have  to  make  an  imme¬ 
diate  decision  in  the  context  and 
need  to  know  how  to  rely  on  the 
Lmd  to  jguide  and  steer  you 
through  tra  storms  of  life.  Some 
people  seem  to  refuse  moving 
forward  and  taking  the  training 
wheeb  off  so  that  they  can  be 
fiee  to  ride  without  sornething  or 


The  second  area  I  ufouJd  ask 
you  to  tkimk  about  for  a 
moment  is  rHated  to  trusHug. 
It  b  the  development  of  tra 
faith  dimension  in  your  life 
where  you  know  that  in  what¬ 


ever  conditions  you  may  find 
yourself  you  can  trust  the  Lord. 
There  b  nothing  wrong  with 
turning  to  others  who  may  bol¬ 
ster  your  foith,  encourage  you, 
and  tell  you  that  you  can  do  it, 
but  again  there  are  those 
momenb  when  you  need  to 
find  that  spiritual  confidence  in 
your  life  tnat  though  you  walk 
throi^  the  valley  of  the  shad¬ 
ow  ofoeath  you  can  fear  no  evil 
for  He  willW  right  there.  He 
will  not  only  be  with^ypu,  but 
He  b  the  master  cd  whatever 
may  be  in  the  darkness  and 
whatever  you  may  be  facing 
day  by  day.  When  I  say  remove 
the  trainine  wheeb,  I  am  not 
speaking  o?  removirre  yourself 
from  trusting  in  Godb  strength 
and  power,  but  learning  mat 
you  can  do  that  on  your  own. 

One  other  area  cy  considera¬ 
tion  that  muybe  God  will  help 
you  alo^  the  way  to  remove 
the  trmimujr  wheels  is  in  the 
area  of  telRu^  1  do  not  know 
the  number  of  times  throu^ 
the  years  that  someone  has 
called  me  and  asked  if  I  would 
talk  to  someone  about  the  Lord, 
to  witness  to  a  friend,  or  to 
share  with  hb  or  her  children. 
At  the  same  time  1  was  honored 
and  wishing  that  they  could 
and  would  do  what  thi^  were 
Rsking  me  to  do.  Anyone  who 
knows  the  Lord  can  share  both 
a  living  testimony  and  a  Bible 
based  testimony  of  what  Jesus 
can  do  in  a  person's  life.
